ARISS Contact from Dublin 


ARISS (Amateur Radio on the International Space Station) offers an opportunity for 
students to experience the excitement of Amateur Radio by talking directly with 
crewmembers onboard the International Space Station. Teachers, parents and 
communities see, first hand, how Amateur Radio and crewmembers on ISS can 
energize youngsters' interest in science, technology and learning. 


The European Space Agency has locations in several European countries. The annual 
summer space camp is an occasion when the children of staff employed at ESA get a 
chance to mix with each other in an environment which allows them to be immersed 
in space activities and cultural events. This year the 160 ESA campers will be in 
Dublin and the camp will feature an ARISS contact 


The space talk will be a telebridge contact, facilitated by IRTS through the amateur 
radio ground station operated by W6SRJ, located in Santa Rosa, California. 


The contact will also be broadcast on EchoLink AMSAT (node 101 377) and 
JK1ZRW (node 277 208) Conference servers, as well as on IRLP Discovery Reflector 
9010.The event takes places today Sunday 22nd July at approximately 17.25UTC. 


ARISS on Dundalk ARS Echolink Nodes 


The ARISS contact will be transmitted via Dundalk Amateur Radio Society's two 
Echolink nodes EIZMOG (145 .2125Mhz) and EI4FMG (70.350Mhz) live during the 
contact.

Ludo HB9EOU and Andre HB9CVC will be on the island of St Barthelemy from 22 
July until 4 August. They will use the callsign TO2D. The IOTA reference is NA-146. 


A multi-national team will be QRV from St Paul Island off the coast of Canada from 
26 July until 1 August. St Paul Island is a separate entity for the DXCC Award and the 
callsign to be used is CY9M. They will be active on all bands 160 — 6m and the QSL 
Manager is MOURX. 


Two Croatian amateurs are with the NATO-led troops in Afghanistan. They are Maj 
9A7TJ and Vlado 9A3QM and can now be heard as T6TJ and T6VT respectively until 
the end of September. QSLs for both operators go via 9A6AA. 


To celebrate their country winning the recent EURO-2012 Championship Spanish 
stations may use special prefixes until 31 July. EA stations may use the prefix AO, EB 
stations may use AM and EC stations may use AN.
